JUSTICE BITTERLY 


SCORES ACTION 


ENID, Okla., Dec. 29. 


A scatching denuncia- 


tion of the use of national 
guards for enforcement of 
oil proration was voiced by 
Justice Fletcher Riley of the 
state supreme court before 
the Oklahoma Bar Associa- 
tion here today. 


"No army of a state should be 
rented out to an industry." he de- 
clared. 
The recent decision of 


the United States supreme court 
adverse to martial law in the East 
Texas oil field, he said, "ought to 
make adequately clear that the 
use of the militia is an emergency 
corrective." 


"Troops have been in the Okla- 
homa City oil field since August, 


•*1931t by edict of Governor William 
H. Murray. 
They are maintained 


by levies on oil produced in the 
field. 
Assailing proration itself as "a 


departure from the ancie- ' land- 
marks of American and English 
-law," Justice Riley said "it em- 
braces a system and organization 
.involving' common ownership of 
the agents of prvduction and an 
approach to equality in the dis- 
tribution of the products of indus- 
try.

, "* Justice Riley recalled that 
he 
.had attacked previously "adminis- 
tration of government by martial 
law, ^executive orders and degrees," 
when the courts "were open and 
in the full discharge of the duty

ed by law,1 Justice Riley contin- 
ued:

Wrote First Christian Story 


More Used To Affair* Than To Book* or Pen, John Mark 


Nevertheless Produced Vivid Biography, In Lan- 


guage Of Common People—A Man 


Who Came Back. 


BY WXLIJAM T. JBLUtS. 
Almost any dinner table com- 


pany could be thrown into discus- 
sion if asked to name the three 
Johns of the New Testament, all 
of the notable figures 
m his- 


tory and literature. Youngest and 
least of the three was John Mark. 
Many travelled persons know more 
about St. Mark's Square in Venice 
than they do about the character 
whom it commemorates. 


This John Mark, whom the Sun- 


day Schools of the world are to 
study for the first half of this 
year, was a very human creature, 
with a varied career. He might be 
called a second-class man who did 
a first-closs job. He never aspired 
to more tha na subordinate place. 
To the end of his days he was a 
helper of better men. And his im- 
mortal work was written only as 
the memories of the one whom he 
served, the Apostle Peter. 
Mark 


simply set down what he heard 
Peter say.- 
Perhaps it is too great a mod- 


ernization to call John Mark a 
'"ghost writer" for Peter; especially 
since his book bears his own name. 
But the contents are the recollec- 
tions of PetjCr. 
The Story is Pe- 
ter's telling of the life of Jesus. 
Doubtless, Mark incorporated the 
apostle's literal words. It IB signifi- 
cant that nothing to the special 
credit of Peter was written down; 
for Peter had learned humility ere 
he found Mark as a helper. Many 
of the incidents so vividly told are 
clearly the records of an eye-wit- 
ness; for Peter was present. 


A Journalistic "Scoop." 
In modern journalism, Mark's 


Story would be called a "scoop" 
or "beat." He was the first writer 
to tell, in any fullness or sequence, 
the Greatest* News Story in the 
World. Of the 
four 
Biographies 


which make up the New Testa- 
ment, his was the earliest; and 
was evidently in the possession of 
the others when they wrote. 


When Mark's Story appeared, 


there were still living thousands 
of persons who had known Jesus, 
had heard His words and witness- 
ed His wonders. So the narrative 
could be checked by innumerable 
authorities. 
Probably 
while 
dwelling 
in 


Rome, either before or just_after 
the 
death 
of Peter,—somewhere 


between the years' 63 and 70 A. D. 
—Mark put. down on paper, in col- 
loquial and rather clumsy Greek, 
his record of what Peter.had.told 
him. 
His little book, which Is the 


shortest as it is the first of the 
Gospels, has the vigor and direct- 
ness of a man of affairs, rather 
than the smooth and polished style 
of the scholar. 


Like a good 
journalist, 
Mark 
had the "news sense" which made 
him perceive that here was some- 
thing better worth preserving in 
black and white than anv of the 
histories of essays or plays that 
contemporary r oman authors were 
producing. 
Other 
biographers 


would supplement his Story, but 
Mark's 
work 'tells the 
essential 
facts. It can be read in an hour, 
but it deserves a life-time of pon- 
dering. 


The Man Who Came Back. 
Human interest abounds in John 


Mark's own life. 
He is the Bi- 


ble's man who "came back," and 
made good. 
He early made a 


grave misstep, which he later re- 
trieved. 
Mark was fortunate in 


his background, and had family in- 
fluence to give him a good start in 
life. 
His mother, apparently a 


prosperous Jewish widow, 'was an 
influential Jerusalem Christian, in 
whose home the Apostle Peter was 
a familiar guest. Her house, was 
the secret gathering place of the 
first Christians, 


In addition to'his'mothers* influ- 


ence with the early Church, his 
uncle Barnabas, was the pre-emi- 
nent figure in the church at An- 
tioch. 
So when Barnabas and 
Paul set out on their first mis- 
sionary journey they took young 
John Mark along to -be their drag- 
oman, or lay assistant, to look 
after the practicalities of the ex- 
pedition. But when they reached 
the mainland of Asia Minor, Mark, 
apparently from timidity, deserted 
them. 


On a later trip, Barnabas, loyal 


to his blood, wanted Mark to be 
taken along again, but Paul balk- 
ed at the youth who had failed 
them once. Thus Mark caused a 
division between these two great 
men, 
and Barnabas drops out of 


the New Testament Story. Later, 
however, Paul was reconciled to 
Mark, who became his 
efficient 


and beloved and 
brave 
helper. 


Thus the young man "came back." 
Afterwrd, he filled 
for the 
old 


family friend, Peter, the role in 
which he hod 
been trained -by 
Paul. He wa general man of af- 
fairs, interpreter, buffer, confidant 
and spiritual son. Thus he came 
to know Peter's mind and Peter's 
narrative; and to set them down 
in his book. 
As a layman, he 
stresses the deeds of Jesus, rather 
than the discourses. His sturdy 


Feature 


was more used to lifting bag- 
gage and handling animals and 
men than a wielding a pen. So his 
style is direct, colloquial and clear, 
with never a quiver of speculation 
concerning the full deity and full 
humanity of Jesus Christ. 


Clear The Path! 


Like a 
busy 
layman, 
Mark 
plunges quickly into the substance 
of the Story he bad to tell. After 
two introductory sentences, m one 
of which he quotes an Old Testa- 
ment prophecy concerning the Mes- 
siah, he introduces John the Bap- 
tist, the Prtpares, the Herald, the 
Foflerunnes, who was making a 
way for the Coming One. 


vividly—for 
Mark 
is 
vivid 


throughout—he portrays this hairy 
ascetic of the wilderness, his rough 
camel's hair garment pirt by a 
leather thong, and his diet * the 
dried locusts—such as the Arabs 
eat today—and the 
wild 
honey 


from the, crevices of the 
rocks. 


This- ;stern prophet proclaimed a 
rugged and relentless message of 
repentance. He spared nobody. To 
all classes he held UT> the mirror 
of their sins. (This cost him his 
head, ' later, but that is another 
story).

plotted by C. F. Kettering of Gen- 
eral Motars, is based on methane, 
or marsh gas, because of its strik- 
ing resemblance to human insti- 
tutions. 
Mr. Kettering 
explained 
the 
curve today. Yesterday he told 
economists at an unemployment 
symposium of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Science that it was "more sur- 
prising than any of - the curves 
they were exhibiting on charts of 
the depression." 
There are a lot of atoms in 
Marsh gas, more billions of them 
In a small puff of gas than there 
are humans alive. Scientists know 
a lot about these carbon atoms 
in one single molecule of me- 
thane. 
They know eighty per cent of 
what the atoms are doing, an 
achievement comparing favorably 
with what is known of the doings 
in one single human being. 
So Kettering plotted this , know- 
ledge of 'all about the 
carbon 
atoms in one 
molecule 
against 
what could happen In the count- 
less billions of carbon 
individ- 
uals in a large number of me- 
thane molecules. 
When the carbon atoms get to- 


gether in this way there were 
millions and millions of things 
they might do which could not 
be foretold from the 80 per cent 
knowledge about what one group 
of atoms was doing. 


It was like an economist try- 
ing to forecast what the millions 
of men in a nation would do by 
estimating according to the com- 
paratively few men he actually 
knew to 80 per cent of certainty. 


Ketterlng's carbon atom curve 
starting with 80 per cent know- 
ledge dropped' quickly down to 
almost nothing. As extra mole- 
cules were added to the popula- 
tion, there were more and more 
chances for unexpected happen- 
ings and greater 
and 
greater 
Ignorance of what 
would 
take 
place. 


"This 
Ignorance curve," 
said 
Kettering, "is a warning to keep 
us from attempting foolish things 
like declaring a moratorium on 
invention with the idea that we 
can predict what the result of 
that action will be. 


"We have plotted 
too 
many 
curves of what we know. 
We 
should begin to pltot also what 
we don't know. 


"We have mistaken mathemat- 
ical relationships for quantity for 
understanding 
of 
fundamental 


principles."
